A full report on the matter has been 
made by Gov. Brodie of Arizona, out 
Secretary Hitchcock refused to discuss | 
it this morning. He did deny the state- 
ment made in the papers that Judge 
Stoddard was in Washington as the 
result of a telegram from the. Secre- 
tary ordering him to report here. The 
office held by Judge Stoddard is said 
to be one of the most paying positions 
in the government service, owing to 
the enormous amounts paid in fees by 
foreign corporations incorporating in 
Arizona. Tt is even said Stoddard's of- 
ficial income is greater than that of 
the President of the United States. 
Gov. Brodie recommended that the 
fees go into the treasury of the Terri- 
tory and that the Secretary be paid 4 
salary. Judge Stoddard. it is said, is 
accused of bribing members of the Leg- 
islature to vote against the Governor's 
suggestion; of making false offictal re- 
porte, and of destroying his fee book, 
contrary to law.

One of the Treasury officials, in com- 
menting on the extension of the na- 
tional-bank system, said: 

There is no doubt that it has been 
stimulated by the decrease in tax on 
bank circulation and the liberal pro- 
vision for establishment of banks with 
small capitals. The banking business 
has been made more profitable than it 
was ten years ago by the action of 
Congress, backed up by the policy of 
the Treasury Department. The price of 
government bonds has direct and pro- 
nounced influence on the circulation of 
banks. 

It is harder to get a national-bank 
charter now than it was a year or two 
ago. The persons named as incorporat- 
ors have to stand a kind of an ¢xam- 
ination before being passed upon as all

LESS FRENCH 
COLD. 


ARIS, Oct. 12.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A peculiar situation ex- 
ists in regard to this year's wines 
in France, which is already giving a 
brisk upward movement to prices, and 
there is little prospect that prices will 
be lowered for some time to come. First 
of all, there can no longer be any doubt 
that production has failed tn large part. 
Through the South it is estimated that 
the yield is not more than half that of 
a normal year. It is only where there 
has been an absence of frost that there 
has been a full crop, and this has been 
limited during the persistently cold 
summer to the few localities where 
Alicante grapes are cultivated. In 
other parts of France extraordinary 
cold, which has followed sharp on a 
disastrous summer, will, it is feared 
greatly injure the quality as well as 
the quantity of wine. 
Armagnac wines have already risen 
5 a barrel (228 litres,) and Beaujo- 
lais £.10. On the other hand, other 
wines have been sold off in an unusual 
proportion, so that the reserve stock 
is comparatively small all over France. 
Thus, in the single departments of Her- 
ault and Aude over five million hecto- 
litres more of wine have been sold dur-

ing the past year than was produced in 
1902. The first result of this condition 
is that, at the vineyards themselves, no 
wine even without bedy or color, can 
be had at less than f.1.80 per degree of 
alcohol. Fair to good brings f. 2.80 and 
wines of good quality f.2. 

It was expected that Algerian pro- 


duction, which counts greatly in the 


reparation of ordinary French wines, 
might be sufficient to prevent steady 
high prices. It is likely to be about 
one-sixth of the total French produc- 
tion of this year. The wines are un- 
usually high colored, but not strong in 
alcohol, and those made from later vin- 
tages are very acid on account of the 
cold weather of Sepfergber, This wine 
helps to lower prices, more so as con- 
ditions are about the same through- 
out the South of France self. Anoth- 
er remedy would be the sugaring of 
wines, which is sure to be practiced 
by dealers that profess to keep down 
prices. The last resource would be ex- 
tensive importation of foreign wines. 
especially from Spain, t this also 
seems dificult. Spanis production 
this year has been rather worse than 
that of France, and the present rates 
show that the dealers of the two coun- 
tries are agreed upon prices. *

That war will come between Russia 
and Japan on account of Russia’s am- 
bition to postess the peninsular of Ko- 
rea has been understood in diplomatic 
circles in Washington for a long time. 
It may not come immediaiely, but it 
4 regarded as inevitable, just as the 
contest between the United States and 
Spain over Cuba was inevitable. The 
only question is as to the leugth of 
time it will take for events to culmi- 
nate. 

Russian occupation of Manchuria is 
only an incident. It is belleved in add- 
ministration circles that Japan would 
be glad now to compromise with Rus- 
sia on the basis of Russia holding Man- 
churia, with the condition that the ter- 
ritorial integrity of Korea shall remain 
undisturbed. But Russia will not be 
satisfied with Manchuria, That terri- 
tory serves her only as a background 
for the peninsular below. She is bound, 
sooner or later, to reach out for Korea. 
When that time comes Japan will have 
to fight or go out of business. Tae gov- 
ernment of the Czar has shown itself 
utterly regardless of any international 
obligations, except those which may be 
enforced by war. At every stage of 
our negotiations this country has been 
confronted with Russia's indifference 
to the truth. She has not hesitated to 
make false representations whenever 
it sulted her purpose. 

Russia denide without qualification 


that she had formulated the demands 


upon China which led to the United 
States’ emphatic representations, a few 
months ago, and yet the State Depart- 
ment has a copy of those demands, ex- 
actly in form as they were made, and 
had them at the very moment of Rus- 
las denial. The adinistration, there- 
fore, places no trust in any assurances 
of peaceful intentions which Russia 
may make, and neither the President 
nor Secretary ay will be surprised 
by any development. 

There never has beeh a diplomatic 
situation exactly Ike that which ex- 
ists in the Far East. The course of 
Great Britain in Egypt and of France 
in Madagascar is not parallel with that 
of Russia in Manchuria or with her 
supposed intentions in Korea. There 
are no precedents, therefore, for the 


State Department to follow except the 


American precedent of keeping out of 
foreign entanglements unless Ameri- 
can interests are directly in peril. This 
country has a treaty with China, giving 
us certain rights in Manchuria, and has 
a treaty with Korea. Our interest in 
the eastern situation extends to the 
point of the enforcement of these trea- 
ties, and no further. 

The United States has a fleet of ob- 
servation in Asiatic waters which is 
believed to be ample. At Nagasaki Ad- 
miral Evans has the battleships Ken- 
tucky and Oregon. He also has the Al- 
bany and the collier Justin. At Yoko- 
hama, Admiral Cooper has the battle- 
ship Wisconsin and the cruisers Cincin- 
nati, Raleigh and New Orleans. At 
Shanghai are the Helena, Monadnock, 
Monterey, Wilmington, Vicksburg, Don 
Juan de Austria and collier Naosham. 

At Manila, under Admiral Stirling, 
are the Rainbow, Isla de Cuba and 
three or four gunboats. Our fleet in 
Asiatic waters is stronger, both in 
numbers and tonnage, than any other 
portion of our naval strength, except 
the North Atlantic squadron. 

AT RUSSIA'S EMBASSY.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.~At the 
Russian Embassy, the officials are not 
alarmed over the situation in the Far 
Bast. The view held there is that 
neither Russia nor Japan desires war,

T OF INDUSTRIAL FOLLY. 

In a dispatch from Chicago, under 
date of October 11, are given some 
statistics showing, in part, the losses 
which several of the great eastern 
cities have suffered by reason of the 
prolonged strikes with which they 
have been afflicted during the current 
War. It is shown. by these figures 
that the falling off in building opera- 
tions in Chicago, in the nine months 
of the current year, as compared to the 
first nine months of the preceding 
year, amounted to $14,000,000: in New 
York (not including Brooklyn) to 


- $10,000,000; in Philadelphia to $6,000,- 


000; Pittsburgh, $5,000,000; St. Paul, 
$3,000,000: Minneapolis, $2,000,000; St. 
Louis, $1,250,000; and Washington, D. 


G., $1,000,000. 
These figures are suggestive and 
significant. While they cover only a 


few of the leading cities, they tell a 
story which has been repeated, with 
variations, everywhere throughout the 
country, wherever the blight of trade- 
rested. The 
statistics for the cities named are in 
effect a truth.uvi record as to many 
other cities, where building opera- 
tions have been seriously retarded by 
reason of the inexcusable and need- 
lees industrial strife fomented by ag!- 
tators and professional jawsmiths, at 


the expense of wage-earners, and cf 


the community in general. Withont 
doubt, the aggregate of losses from 

s cause for tne minor cities of the 
country, if they could be collected, 
would foot up as large a total as that 
above given*for a few of the larger 
cities. 


But the losses from disturbances in 
the building trades do not, by any 
means, comprise the total of industrial 
losses suffered by reason of strikes. 
In nearly all other lines of industry, 
the foolish and suicidal work of need- 
legs warfare has been carried on with 
reckless and shameful disregard of the 
rights and interests of the public at 
large, which in the end bears the 
principal burdens and suffers the prin- 
cipal losses. Strikes have followed 
strikes in ali the leading industries, 
with disgusting regularity, until trade 
end industry have been seriously 
hampered, handicapped, and bedeviled. 
The wonder is that industry has not 
been completely paraiyzed by this con- 
stant raid upon it by reckless and ir- 
responsible men. These same men, if 
they had any true regard for the wel- 
fare of labor (or even for the real 
welfare of those belonging to their 
organizations,) would seek by all. pos- 
sible means to promote and preserve 
industrial peace, instead of racking 
their narrow but malevolent brains to 
find new methods of provoking strife. 
A pleasing exception to the general 
record of loss in the building trades 
is furnished in the figures for Los An- 
geles for the same period as that 
covered by the statistics for Chicago, 


New York, Philadelphia, and other 


cities. While the eastern cities have 
suffered so severely from the throt- 
tling grasp of the union-labor octopus, 
Las Angeles, being practically free 
from this incubus, has progressed for- 
ward instead of backward. During 
the nine months of the current year, 
4588 permits were issued for buildings 
to cost in the aggregate $10,006,236, 


@s against 3350 permits for buildings 


to cost an aggregate of $6,325,847, for 
the corresponding period of 1902. 

Comment is hardly necessary. The 
statistics for Los Angeles show in a 
striking manner the advantages and 
the value of industrial freedom. More 
eloquentiy than mere words, they bid 
us, if we would act the part of wis- 
dom, to keep our imperial city free 
from the blight and bondage of jaw- 
smith domination.

HE EASTERN WAR SITUATION. 

dispatch from Shanghai to the 
Frankfurter Zeitung reports that ad- 
lees have reached Shanghai from 
Chefoa to the effect that the Jap- 
anese have occupied Mah-san-pho (a 
port in Korea,) and that an official 
declaration of war by Japan against 
Russia is expeeted in the near future. 
Although this report is of a some- 
what vague and roundabout charac- 
ter, and is perhaps premature, there is 
2 growing feeling in the best informed 
diplomatic circles that war between 
the two powers named cannot long be 
delayed. The situation is strained to 
the critical point; and while a dipio- 
matic solution is among the  possi- 
bilities, such a solution seems any- 
thing but probable. 7 

The belief is expressed, in a dis- 
patch from Berlin, that war, should 
it occur, would be between Russia and 
Japan alone, and that neither Encland 
nor France would be involved.” This 
belief, it would seem, rests upon a 
rather uncertain foundation, in view 
of the existing aliiance between Eng- 
land and Japan, on the one hand, 
and France and Russia on the other. A 
London dispatch takes a rather pes- 
simistic view of this phase of the 
difficulty, declaring that only the 
most sanguine persons believe that, in 
the event of hostilities, they could be 
kept within the limits which would 
free Great Britain from her obliga- 
tion to support her Japanese ally.”’ 

Baron Hayashi, Japanese Minister 
to Great Britain, who has all along 
taken an optimistic view of the situ- 
ation, has been constrained to admit 
that an entirely new phase of the 
dificuity has arisen because of Rus- 
sia’s réfusal to evacuate Manchuria 
on October 8, the date fixed for evac- 
uation by previous agreement. In an 
interview at London, yesterday, Baron 
Hayashi freely admitted the possibility 
of war, and incidentally expressed the 
hope that, in the eventuality of a 
conflict, “Japan will have the active 
sympathy of her ally, Great Britain.“ 
This is one of the purposes—if not 
the principal purpose—for which the 
treaty of alliance was consummated. 
It is difficult. to see how the allies on 
either side can remain neutral in the 
event of hostilities, although the re- 
lations between France and England 
are at present most cordial, and have 
been made even more friendly than 
usual by recent events. 

As calculated to throw considereble 
light upon the situation, the follow- 
ing editorial, which appeared in the 
Kobe (Japan) Chronicle of September 
12, is of much present interest: 

“It would perhaps be premature to 
regard the information in reference 
to the new conditions laid before the 
Chinese government by Russia for the 
evacuation of Manchuria, and pub- 
lished in our columns yesterday, as 
being entirely accurate in detail, but 
we think there can be little doubt 
that the information published is sub- 
stantially correct. Perhaps the first 
consideration forcing itself upon the 
minds of those studying the condi- 
tions will be that while Russia in ef- 
fect asks the permission of China to 
abrogate the terms of the convention 
which should have been fully imple- 
mented by the eighth of October next, 
she makes no concessions whatever 
to induce China to give her consent , 
to the postponement demanded. 
Throughout the. conditions as the 
have been made publicthereis not one 
word to indicate that Russia regards 
the postponement of her obligations 
in the matter as giving China the 
right to ask on her side for concessions 
that would be advantageous either to 
her trade or to her sovereignty. The 
proposed agreement is a mere arrange- 
ment by which the convention signed 
on April 8, 1902, shall be post-dated 
80 as to give Russia the opportunity of 
delaying evacuation for a _ further 
twelve months. According to the 
first article, it is proposed that the 
date for the evacuation of the prov- 
ince of Shinking shall be the eighth 
of October next; that the evacuation 
of Kirin shall be carried out six 
months from that date; and that the 
evacuation of the province of Heilung 
shall be accomplished at the end of the 
ensuing six months, thus making the 
actual evacuation a year later than 
was arranged. 

“To understand the proposal and its 
effect upon the situation, the position 
of the three provinces should be taken 
Into consideration. By a glance at 
the map it will be seen that the three 
provinces of Manchuria form roughly 
the shape of a Wellington boot. The 
toe consists of the province of Shink- 
ing. in which Dalny and Port Arthur 
are situated; the heel and instep com- 
prise the province of Kirin, a consid- 
erable part of the boundary of which 
is conterminous with that of Korea: 
while the province of Heilung forms 
the leg of the boot, and marches with 
‘he Russian boundary of Siberia, 
According to the arrangement now. 
proposed, Shinking will be evacuated 
on the eighth of October next, Kirin 
on the eighth of April next year, and 
Heilung on the eighth of October fol- 
lowing. Not rniy, however, does Rus- 
via propose to make no concession to 
China to induee acquiescence in this 
arrangement, but she asks for further 
sdvantages, one of these being that 


‘the Russian government shall be al- 


‘owed to station troops at various 
laces along the river Sungari, with a 


view of protecting its navigation. 


The river Sungari runs from Harbin 
in Manchuria to the Amur, forming 
the boundary between Kirin and 
Heilung provinces, so that the demand 
of Russia practically amounts to a 


the Chinese Eastern Railway is to be 


the evacuation. With regard to the 
matter of duties on Russian goods 
imported into China, the statements as 
to the Russian proposal differ. Accord- 
ing to one statement it is proposed that 
such duty shall not be higher than 
4.7 per cent. ad valorem, while another 
states the proposal as being to the 
effect that the present duties, amount- 
ing to 6 per cent., shall not be in- 
creased either under the name of likin 
or otherwise. Until this point is 
cleared up it is of course useless to 
discuss the particular claim. 

“The other demands made have 
formed the subject of similar docu- 
ments previously pressed upon China. 
It is the postponement of the evacua- 
tion which is important, and which 
will be the subject of criticism. No 
reason appears to be given by Russia 
for the postponement or for the failure 
to observe the convention signed in 
April last year, and the proposed delay 
will confirm the views so often ex- 
pressed that Russia has no intention 
of withdrawing from Manchuria, but is 
merely engaged in a policy of pro- 
crastination while she strengthens her 
position in the three provinces. Ac- 
cording to one view the new agree- 
ment is the outcome of the Port 
Arthur conference, and represents 
the opinion formed of the necessities 


ot the situation by Gen. Kuropat- 


kine. That such an agreement, how- 
ever, should be pressed upon China 
at the time that Japan is engaged in 
negotiations with Russia on this very 
question will, we are afraid, be re- 
rarded as an intentional flout upon 
Japan, unless, of course, it be the cut- 
come of an understanding between the 
two powers, which seems somewhat 
improbable. The attftude of the Jap- 
anese government in face of these new 
demands will be watched with close 
attention and deep interest, as well 
as the attitude. of the other powers 
which have sought to maintain the 
‘open door’ in Manchuria.”

This action has provoked great in- 
dignation here, and the opinion among 
the better class of citizens is taat the 
trades council] will soon prove its own 
uagoing if it keeps on its present ar- 
bitrary course. 
Ruiz is building a stock room at the 
rear of his store, and employed tne 
Ott Hardware Company, which was 
“declared unfair’ some time ago, to do 
i the tinning. A> carpenter, who was the 
only union man employed on the job at 
the time, toid Ruiz thaf he had better 
A not allow the Ott tinners to come tv 
work as he, the carpenter, would vr 
fined $25 by his union if ue worked 
alongside of them. Ruiz replied that 
he would be sorry to see anyone lose 
money by working for him, and pay- 
ing the man the wages due, snowed 
him the door. The Ott men came on 
the job and did their part of the work. 
Today Waiking Helegate McGrath ot 
the Carpenters’ Union called on Ruiz 
and informed him that he,-had been de- 
elared unfair by the trades counch. 
He said that if Ruiz would appear e- 
fore the council and apoiogize for em- 
ploying the Ott Hardware Company to 
do his tinning, and also promise tu 
employ none but union men in future, 
he thought the boycott might be re- 
moved. Ruiz ee to consider po 
ion, saying that it was too ab- 
ara te require an answer. In an inter- 
view this afternoon Lutz said: 
“Of course I told McGrath that 1 
couldn't consider his proposit.on. As 
long as 1 live in the United States ! 
will fight for the right to pay my 
money to whom I please, and even if 
it breaks me I will fight this thing to 
a finish.

California has lost one of its oldest 
native daughters in the passing of the 
Indian centenarian, Mrs, Marie Lena 
Garcia, who died in poverty at Wil- 
mington Saturday. Her life stretched 


days and spanned the nineteenth cen- 
tury. A pious and not entirely unedu- 
cated child of the Catholic church, her 
devotion to her faith attracted much 
attention from those who knew her 
best. 

In a humble dwelling not far from 
the site of San Luis Rey Mission the 
Indian first saw the light of day 108 
years ago. She always remembered 


father and mother and nearly destroyed 
the walls of that mission. Many years 
ago—probably after she had mAtured 
into womanhood—she left her birthplace 
and removed to what is now Los An- 
geles county. She drifted to the Do- 
mingucz ranch, the home of the Car-

sons, Where, for a period which extends 
back deyond the memory of those now 
living there, she made her home.

This crushing blow did not 
overcome her. She sang songs of de- 
votion for the dead and, upheld by her 
simple faith, believed that ell was 
for the best. 

Brighter days came and she was 
joined to another husband, the late 
Treadad Garcia. Years passed and 
in 1901 he died, aged 73. When they 
had carried him to the grave and 
Father Curran was repeating the last 
words the widowed Indian woman, 
whose ears had lost their keenness and 
who evidently did not hear and know 
that the priest was praying, bupst 
forth into song with one of the ara- 
vanzas which she had learned in her 
girlhood days at the mission.

The latest apparent acquisition to 
the ranks of local fakers is a young 
man calling himself Dr. Peter Von 
Tunner.

The fellow’s prey are professional 
men interested in geology, to whom he 
represents himself as the son of tne 
celebrated Austrian scientist. He has

His methods of 
procedure are similar to those of the 
celebrated ‘swindling geologist’ of sev- 
eral years ago of whom the Geologist

Eighiy Union Carpenters go Out 
for His Revenge.

About eighty union carpenters em- 
ployed by the Westland Construction 
Company, general contractors, went 
on strike yesterday in various parts of 
the city to satisfy the personal spite of 
a walking delegate. 

W. A. Sexton, walking delegate of 
the Carpenters’ Union, tried to play 
the part of Sam Parks. He failed to 
extort any blood money, and so in his 
anger sought to cripple the company. 
Happily this is Los Angeles, and he 
not only failed to inflict serious dam- 
age, but he transformed a large union 
concern into a non-union one forever- 
more. 

Sexton, the understudy of Convict 
Parks, has been ‘hounding the West- 
land Construction Company for a long 
time. Thé company has been one oi 
the largest employers of union build- 
ers in the city, has paid the union scale 
and observed union hours rigidly, and 
therefore, according to union ethics, 
has been the preferred prey for the 
walking delegates. The company nas 


let alone, and broils and 
been its constant lot. 

Last spring. when all the unions in 
the construction trades were affiliated, 
the chief walking delegate put through 
the eight-hour day, extravagant wages, 
shop rules and about everything elise 
he wanted. The employers were given 
short notice, and with many unfulfilled 
contracts with penalties attached, they 
feared resistance .would mean ruina- 
tion. The Building Trades Council 
was disrupted shortly afterward by the 
scandalous abuse of his power by the 
walking delegate, but the surrender ot 
the firm gave it no chance for peace.

The bid of 
the subcontractors for the work was 
exactly half of what the cost would be 
to do it with their own union men, in 
accordance with Sexton’s outlandish 
wish. President Stone and Secretary 
Elson protested against the injustice 
of the thing, but Sexton was deaf to 
any reason. 

Then the significance of Sexton's pur- 
chase of one share of stock came out. 
The walking delegate visited the office 
of the company. No. 210 Franklin street, 
and for the firet time produced his sin- 
gle share. In an absolutely cold- 
blooded manner he demanded that 
President Stone buy this share of 
stock Aor $20 more than the market 
price he paid for it. Stone positively 
refused, and denounced the proceeding 
as blackmail. After a quarrel, ia 
which the men nearly came to blows, 
Stone ordered Sexton to leave the office 
or be thrown out. The walking dele- 
gate sneaked out, and after two days 
of cogttation, he called his revengeful 
strike, without any demand being made 
or any sensible excuse. 

“That fellow Sexton simply tried to 
bdlackmall us, and we would not stand 
for .“ said President Stone last night. 
The pretense of demanding that we 
do. not let the sub-contract, which is 
done by all contractors every day, was 
simply intended to cover his cheap at- 
tempt to extort from us a $20 piece. 

“The fight is now on to the finish. 
Our establishment is non-union from 
this day forth. We have treated the 
unions as fairly as any firm possibly 


could, and have been shamefully 
wronged, not once, but many times. 
Now it ts all over. . 


Retween seventy-five and eignty 
men, mostly carpenters, quit work on 
a score of jobs in various parts of the 
city. We resumed work with non- 
union men on every job but one. We 
are advertising for more carpenters, 
and will be all right in a few days. 
We have been employing 150 men, our 
pay roll running as high as 92000 a 
week. We have paid carpenters from 
$2.50 to $5 a day, according to their 
ability, and mall continue to pay men 
according to their individual worth.”

SAN DIEGO, Oct. 12.—At tonight's

provements gontemplated by the $381,-

for the entire job, stand ready to 
finance the bonding proposition, which 
has been hanging for several months, 
but minority members of the Council 
assert that the proceeding is an unjust 
discrimination against the city and 
they will yet defeat the plan. 
INVESTIGATING MURDER. 


Sheriff Brodnax has returned from 


the Imperial country. where, in com- 


pany with Deputy District Attorney 
Andrews he has been investigating 
the murder of Frank Roberts. The 
murder was committed the 25th of Sep- 
tember, the object, tt is supposed, be- 
ing robbery. It is known that Rob- 
erts had considerable money; in fact, 
about $300 was found in his shack. Mr. 
Bicdnax found no clews to the mur- 
derer, although he spent several days 
in trying. Roberts had been in the 
country but a short time, and had no 
associates. The murder is supposed to 
have taken place when he came to his 
temporary shack for the night. After 
three days a iwo-horse mule team was 
found standing there, although one of 
the horses had broken away from the 
harness. Another of Roberts's two- 
horse rigs was found the day of the 
murder on the Arizona side of the Col- 
orado River, across from Brawley. Mr. 
BKrodnax is of the opinion that Rob- 
erts was killed with a double-barreled 
shotgun, and not with a revolver.

They employ about two hundred men 
and everyone who wants to work is 
given employment. While the company 
has an ample force to supply their mills 
with ore, about twenty-five men could 
be used in development work. The 
other mines in the Rand district will 
begin operations soon and Randsburg 
will be a good place for any working 
man to come who is not tainted with 
unionism. 

There has been no violence of any 
kind since the strike started. The 
union has a few agitators at the trains 
to get recruits, but their efforts are 
half-hearted and spasmodic since they 
have begun to realize that the strike 
is lost. They have been unsuccessful 
in their efforts to get men, as the only 
thing they can offer in the place of $3 
per day and a steady job are two meals 
a day and standing room in a saloon. 

The strikers argued that a man could 
not live in Randsburg on $3 per day, 
but the non-union men are boarded and 
lodged by the company for 90 cents 
per day, and any man who wants to do 
so can save $50 per month. 

The non-union men are a contented 
lot, well satisfied with their jobs. Many 
of their families have arrived and oth- 
ers are en route.
